Origin of the Sunday 
School Movement 


One of the earliest p h ila n th ro p ic 
m ove m ents 
designed 
to 
affo rd 
a 
m inim um of education for t h e chil­ 
dren of th e poor was th e so-called 
Sunday School Movement. 
T h is orig­ 
inated in England shortly a f t e r the 
middle of the seventeenth centu ry, 
but a m o u n te d to little u n til 
1780, 
when a publisher by th e n a m e of 
Robert Raikes of Gloucester, g a t h ­ 
ered 
to g e th e r the children 
of the 
pin factories of that city an d paid 
four w om en a shilling each to spend 
their S undays in in stru c tin g these 
poor 
w o rk in g children 
in 
reading 
and th e church catechism. 
In 178 3 
Raikes 
published a description 
of 
the plan and its results, an d soon 
the idea spread to m an y p a r ts of 
England. 
So successful did t h e plan 
prove t h a t in 
1785 t h e re w as or­ 
ganized the “ Society for P ro m o tin g 
Sunday Schools T h ro u g h o u t t h e Brit­ 
ish Dom inions.” The h isto ria n Green 
has 
declared 
that 
“ th e 
Sunday 
Schools established 
by 
Mr. 
Raikes 
were th e beginning of p o p u l a r edu­ 
cation” in England. 
R a ik e s ’ idea was soon b r o u g h t to 
the United States.

make that winter garden you have 
been dreaming of 
Last year I had fresh peas (Eng 
lish) from my own garden, 2 Vt, miles 
northeast of Denton, from Novem­ 
ber 13 until after Christmas. 
Isn’t 
that something, to have fresh Eng­ 
lish peas to go with the other good 
things of a Christmas dinner? 
I 
planted the peas the 
2 *. til of 
September 
I really don t know what 


kind I planted because even though 
I sent my daddy to get the Little 
Marvel or the Thomas Laxton seed. 
he forgot the variety names and just 
bought me some seed English peas, 
which had no name on them. 
I planted them when there was 
enough moisture in the soil to bring 
them 
up in 
two weeks' time. 
I 
covered the peas two inches deep. 
I think every seed came up, and 
they grew rapidly with no fertilizer 
or special attention. They were never 
irrigated, and were in the open gar­ 
den where the northeast, south and 
west exposure 
was full on 
them. 
When they were about two weeks 
old a light frost touched them and 
from then on they did not grow* very 
rapidly 
until 
th** n**\t rain stimu­ 
lated 
them. 
About 
November 
I 
daddy hot me that I’d never have 
any peas to eat from those vines. 
But the vines looked healthy and 
continued to bloom, so by November 
13 I gathered the first ones and 
served them for dinner. 
There were 
tw'o rows of them totalling about 80 
feet. 
We had all the peas we could 
use fresh from our garden from then 
until after Christmas. 
I thought the 
cold snap we had at Thanksgiving 
-would finish the peas, as a few pods 
froze and some leaves turned brown, 
but there were more live leaves than 
dead ones and when the weather 
I warmed again the peas went on de­ 
veloping. 
The yield was practically 
flawless. 
No insect stings or dis- 
ea.M damaged pods. 
I enjoyed them 
more than I ever had enjoyed peas 
from a spring garden because I did 
not have to combat the pests and 
weeds til get them. 
Their season 
of production might have gone on 
longer but we had cold enough to 
freeze the ground, and when the

ground freezes hard the peas die. 
They can withstand other freezes. 
Besides 
English 
peas, 
I 
have 
planted in my fall garden this year 
the 
following: 
Detroit 
Dark 
Red 
Beets, Swiss Chard, Blackeyed Peas, 
Carrots-, Purple Top Turnips, Mus­ 
tard (I prefer Tendergreen but did­ 
n’t find the seed!, Radishes (Scarlet 
Globe 
and White Icycle), 
Letture 
(Big Boston), Squash, Pinto Beans 
and Stringless Green Pod Beans. 
Of these only the beans are very 


easily damaged by light frosts. 
I 
hope the parents of my Homemaking 
pupils will help them to become in­ 
terested in fall food production, 
It 
is another step toward victory and 
la fine thing to do even when we 
have won the peace, because garden 
fresh vegetables are more valuable 
sources of vitamin than vegetables 
which have had a chance to wilt in 
shipping, or to have some of the 
vitamin lost in the canning process.
